GALIANO LIFEBELT 
FOUND ON ISLAND 
NEAR PRINCE RUPERT 


Prince Rupert. April 21.—A hal¬ 
tered lifebelt bearing the name 
Galiano wm found Friday by Harry 
Ward and Alvin Bmith. local boys, 
at Picnic Ray. Wolf Island, across 
from Prince Rupert Harbor. The 
belt wan badly torn but the name of 
the lost Government vessel could 
lie easily traced. This is the first 
vestige of the wreck ever seen in 
Northern waters.

Paris, April 21.—Premier* Lloyd George, Olemenceau and Or¬ 
lando met again this morning in M. Clemenceau I office and resumed 
consideration of the Adriatic question. President Wilson again ab¬ 
sented himself from the conference. 

The Council of Four will meet this afternoon, Premiers Lloyd 
Oeorge, Clemenceau and Orlando and President Wilson attending. 

The Adriatic iasue having become acute, the Council of Four, 
with the exception of President Wilson, held a session yesterday, con¬ 
tinuing the discussion which was in progress at the meeting on Satur¬ 
day. The necessity of coming to a decision one way or the other 
caused the session to be held yesterday. Signor Orlando, the Italian 
Premier, and Baron Sonnino, the Italian Foreign Minister, both being 
present.

At a mass meeting of returned soldiers in Van¬ 
couver on Uood Friday, speakers of the (Ircat War 
Veterans’ Association asserted that the Govern¬ 
ment had “again broken faith” by appointing a 
civilian to the poat of Public Utilities Commissioner 
instead of a returned man. The civilian appli¬ 
cant, Mayor Gale, was figuratively impaled by the 
President of the New Westminster Association who 
held him np as a “slacker,” a "pin-head,” a “five- 
cent piece,” just to mention a few epithets, miugled 
with a demand that the Government resign forth¬ 
with. 

In the confused atmosphere which developed it 
may be difficult for some to see the whole situ¬ 
ation in its proper perspective. And it may be 
as well to look at the thing in the light of cold 
fact. To begin with the statement can go un¬ 
challenged that British Columbia has done more 
for the retnmed soldier than any other province 
in the Dominion. It framed its legislation in in¬ 
telligent anticipation of Federal needs and the 
Premier of this Province had the satisfaction of 
being told at the Inter-Provincial conference in 
November last, that British Columbia was ahead of 
Federal policies. So much was this the ease that 
British Columbia provided a number of examples 
of emulation by other provinces of Canada. Equal¬ 
ly true is it that much local machinery could not 
, grave until Federal plans had caught up. Th«se 
are well-known facts and have been referred to, 
on more than one occasion. 

In the matter of appointments we veufure to 
believe that most of the returned men were satis¬ 
fied with the statistics supplied to the Legislature 
during its recent session. The leader of the soldier 
party himself complimented the Government and 
before the session ended said that “as far as the 
returned soldier is concerned, the House has not 
met in vain.” The Province's immediate pro¬ 
gramme of public works or undertakiugs purely 
associated with repatriation tasks inrolves an out¬ 
lay nearly equal to one year’s income, in addition 
to some $13,000,000 to be expended in the normal 
public service. These arc facts which should by 
borne in mind by those who are making charges of 
breaking faith. 

Incidentally, it might be pertinent here to em¬ 
phasise the fact that the Government’s ability to 
meet the demanda involved iu the repatriation 
problem is limited by the financial resources at 
hand. 

The Government has no secret treasure chest. 
The money required to carry on its functions is 
supplied by the people, and there is a limit to 
which the taxpayer can go. Abnormal times have 
induced hint to go the limit and a bit beyond. 
But there comes a time under any circumstances 
when this self-same taxpayer—who, of course, 
represents the bulk of British Columbia's inhabit¬ 
ants—tells the Government of the day to “go 
easy.” And if that Government persists in call¬ 
ing a tunc, unmindful of hi* ability to dance to it, 
either the Government will get its marching order 
or he will remove himself to some quarter qf the 
globe where his citizenship will get the recognition 
for which he pays. This is a condition which may 
have to be fared, ami it should be recognised by

Secret treaties art bad enough at any time but 
in time of war they are specially apt to become 
double-edged in their capacity for causing trouble. 
Secret treaties negotiated in 1814 created many 
difficult situations for the Congress of Vienna. 
The secret treaties negotiated by Great Britain and 
France with Italy in the spring of 1915 are caus¬ 
ing the Paris Conference no end of trouble now. 

Those treaties promised Italy many things for 
coming into the war, including Fiume and Dalmatia 
on the eastern shore of the Adriatic. The Allies 
were greatly iu iieetl of Italian aid and their states¬ 
men were concerned more with the existing ciuer- 
gancy than with the possibility of future compli¬ 
cations. There was nothing St that time to indi¬ 
cate that within four year* a great Jugo-Slav na¬ 
tion, including Serbia, Montenegro, Bosnia, Her¬ 
zegovina and Croatia would he organized in the 
Balkan peninsula with the requirement of an ade¬ 
quate outlet on the Adriatic. 

Italy now demands the fulfillment of the treat¬ 
ies of 1915, in respect of Fiume and Dalmatia. She 
claims that without these she will lack security 
from hostile attack, anticipating a possible irrup¬ 
tion from Jugo-Slavia. Her delegates hint that if 
her demands are not granted she will withdraw 
from the Conference and occupy Ui* disputed 
places by force.

At that time 
he was attached to the Fifth Group 
working out of Dunkirk, employed 
chiefly In bombing Zeebrugge. <’stand 
and Urugos by day. The squadron, con¬ 
sisting of twelve planes, was return¬ 
ing from a successful raid at 14.004 feet, 
when a flock of German fighters was 
sighted and was recognised as part 
of the Richtofen outfit. The British 
planee, although outnumbered, gave 
fight and were progressing favorably, 
when It was noticed that another sec¬ 
tion of the circus was closing In on 
the other side. The squadron was now 
terribly outnumbered, but set half Its 
forces to combat the new forces. By
